Austrian diplomaoy scored a decided vic- 
tory on the 27rh ult. in Peking, through 
f. B. Baron yon Biogeleben having been 
received in audienco by the Kmparor. Oat 
readers will remomber that the tirat au- 
diovee during the reign of Emperor 
Koanghsi took place in March of the pre- 
sent year, in the See Kuavg-Ko, uaed, for 
tho Ambassadora from. foréign countries 
and tributary nations, as Tibet, Nepaul, 
ete, On account of this plage ‘being the re- 
ception hall “for tributary ‘nations, there 
has always beon o dispute about it, whan. 
aver the audience question hea been mooted, 
regarding thoredeptionof Foreigo Ministors. 
Last apting the whole thing nonrly full 
through, because the Foreign Miniatera 
refused to be received there, for the enmo 
old reason, ord they ouly consonted to the 
proposition, after they bad been promined 
chat a new hell was'to bo built, ledioated 
ta that purpose. During’ the auuiance of 
Jost apting the Ministero for Ruasia, 
France and Austrin did not assist because 
they were absont from Peking. The envoy 
plenipotentiary for the last named power, 
‘Baron von Biegeleven, arrived in Peking o 
faw weeks ago, from Tokio, his plata of 
residende, {he being also accredited to 
Japan and Siam) to present his ervdentials 
to the Emperor, After several weaks’ 
whiting, occasioned by tha Minister's re- 
fueat to be recoived in the above homet 
‘hall, he was informed that the Emperor 
would grant hici an audience at 9.a.m., the 
87th October, in the Chong Kuan temple,

von der Gol, The ceremony wad exactly 
the sume,'ad in the spring;—The Emperor 
sat “upon: his throne, with Prigce Chiing 
and several other high Officials by theside, 
‘err vou ‘Biegoloben, zecompanted by! his 
intarpreter, “approached the throne slowly, 
stopping thrice, bowing cach time, and 
banding. with a ehort appropriate apeech 
hin credentials to Prince Ch'ing, whe 
placed it. upon the tablo before the 
throne; Baron v- a.
